John Warr, who has been a resi­ 
dent of the county poor farm for 
the last five 
weeks left 
yesterday. 
He came to this city, and that’s the 
last Sidney Hunt, custodian of the 
farm, heard of him. 
W arr said he 
was going back to his home in W il­ 
mington, North Carolina. 
It will be remembered that he was 
picked up unconscious along the C., 
H. & D. tracks one Sunday morning, 
and he never was able to tell just how 
he got there. 
He had 
boarded a 
freight train yvith a companion, and 
ho had some money, but said that 
his companion did not. 
This caused 
the officers to believe that he had 
been robbed, as he had no money on 
his person when found. 
W arr re­ 
ceived several letters from his home 
folks, but $1 was the total amount 
of cash received, t is supposed that 
if Warr really intended going to his 
home when he left here yesterday he 
meant to ride on freight trains. 


Local attorneys believe that the 
Supreme court made a mistake in de­ 
claring the three-mile-road law un­ 
constitutional. 
The 
concensus 
of 
opinion is that the di-cisiuii will^ be 
reversed and in a short 
time, 
too. 
The three-mile-road law is the only 
method according to the statutes in 
which roads of that class could be 
built and to do away with the law 
would mean that no more highways 
of that kind would be built until a 
new law was drafted. 
The Supreme court has granted a^ 
rehearing of the case wfiieh will be 
held in the year future and it is be­ 
lieved that, the decision will then be 
reversed. The Indianapolis Star says 
of the case: 
The Supreme court, which a few 
weeks ago declared the gravel road 
law 
unconstitutional, 
yesterday 
granted a rehearing, although Judge 
Jordan, who wrote the original opin­ 
ion in tli? case dissented to the grant­ 
ing of the new hearing. 
Judge Jo r­ 
dan in his original opinion held that- 
the statute was a local or specific 
statute from the fact that the law 
limits the road building to townships 
with town and cities of fewer than 
30,000 inhabitants. 
In his dissenting opinion y. -terday 
Judge Jordan comments: 
“ I perceive no sufficient reasons 
for granting the rehearing of the ap­ 
peal. 
\ iewed from any standpoint 
the statute in question is unconsti­ 
tutional. 
I, therefore, vote against 
granting the petition for a rehear­ 
ing.” 
Petitioners for the rehearing as­ 
serted that the court had placed aa 
erroneous construction on a portion 
of the statute, “ includes any incor­ 
porated city or town,” and that the 
word 
“ which” before 
the 
clause 
should have been r ad “including:,” 
0 7 
as it appeared in previous acts of 
which the present law is said to be a 
codification. 
Under the petition it is held that 
the change in the words would place 
in entirely different construction on 
the law, making it apply to every 
township in the State with special 
reference to townships having towns 
md cities of certain size.

Brussels, Dec, 18.—Following is a 
clause in the will of the late King 
I Leopold: 
“ 1 die in the Catholic re­ 
ligion. and I ask pardon for the faults 
I m ay hav e committed. 
I leav e the 
15,0<mUMio t rancs which I receiv ed from 
m y father to my children, and I ask 
1 hat my funeral shall be simple and 
held at 7 o’clock in the morning and 
I shall be attended by the members of 
my household and staff.” 
In the Belgian chamber of deputies 
M. Schollaert, the prime minister, de­ 
liv ered a eulogy oh King Leopold. 
He 
declared that the late monarch had 
I dev oted himself entirety to the great­ 
ness and prosperity of the country and 
had aggrandized and bfted Belgium up 
among the nations. 
Belgium, he said, 
was grateful and would not forget. 
The king had giv en an immense im­ 
pulse to the resources of the country 
in all directions and had bestowed on 
it a colonial empire where Belgium 
was going to fulfill all the duties of 
her great work of civ ilization. 
The minister concluded as follow’s: 
“ Our dev otion to Leopold will be trans­ 
ferred to the ne.r to the throne. 
You 
will be aide under his guidance to pur­ 
sue the glorious work of the reign 
which has just come to an end.” 
The Soir sta*es that the Baroness 
Vaughan, the late king’s morganatic 
wife, aelped in the work of laying out 
the body of the king and will not leav e 
the palace until after the funeral. The 
same paper confirms the reports about 
bailiffs trying to seal up the v illa oc­ 
cupied by the baron* ss. 
One of Leopold's last requests was 
that his body should not be embalmed 
and that no death mask be made. 
It 
is understood thaf his wish for a sim­ 
ple funeral will not be observ ed and 
that state obsequies will be held. The 
law courts hav e been closed until the 
accession of King Albert. 
All judg­ 
ments being giv en in tlu rnme of the 
king, none can

interrognu m.
